Homo rule means the rule of the 
majority. And while every constitu- 
tional nation in the world enjoys 
that right, tbe Ulster Unionists want 
to continue the rule of the minority 
in thto eonntrg. There to really no 
question of religion at all; and 
ewry Protestent knows It. But 
Chairman Redmond nevertheless 
has rendered Ireland good service by 
l:is sensible contribution to the lit- 
erature of this discussion. His 
article must help to convince tbe 
Knglish Protestants that their co- 
rellgionlsU In Ireland are In no 
danger, and that all the violent pro- 
teete Just now being made against 
"Rome rule" are only so' much 
stage thunder, part of the elaborate 
make-beltove of armies aad rifles 
and all the reat of the Utoler panto- 
mime.
